And now the Justice committee of 
investigation has reported and they 
charge swindling, theft, and a gener- 
ous allowance of other crimes against 
the Schultz Brothers.. They. make 
plain assertions and offer to stock- 
holders the rare consolation of know- 
ing that they have been systematically 
rebbed. They are told in so many 
words that they have paid assessments 
which have been misappropriated, and 
in short that they have been giving 
their earnings to dishonest men. 
There is no prospect whatever of the 
mass of stockholders regaining tbeir 
investment, and it seems strange that 
one or two lessons so exhaustive should 
fail of decided effects. Trustees have 
stolen from the people ever since the 
office of Trustee was created, and yet 
it has never occurred to the fleeced 
that protection was necessary. 

The Schultz Brothers bring in an 
equally damaging charge against the 
investigators, accusing that accounts 
have been doctored, and that enmity 
is the groundwork of the committee 
report. Now, here is a rare bit of re- 
freshment for stockholders. The 
money was paid in and according to 
all accounts no equivalent of labor has 
been returned. Property has been 
deeded away and no equivalent in 
value returned. And when these 
charges are brought, in extenso, how 
are they met? With haste and indig- 
nation as becomes honest men? Not 
so. Old Man Schultz” is reported 
by the Post as entirely easy in his 
mind, and not anxious to say anything 
until policy dictates. He enjoys a 
tete-a-tete with reporters about the 
question of his honesty and is in no 
wise disconcerted by the wrath of peo- 
ple who believe that he has misspent 
their money. Time was when men re- 
pelled even an insinuation against 
their honesty, and defended honor 
with their lives. Now a legal lance is 
the approved weapon, and quirks and 
quibbles are the neans by which man- 
hood is satisfied with itself. In this 
case there will be charge and counter 
charge, postponement and new trials, 
and the affair will end in smoke, with 
not one stockholder the wiser. Surely 
there ought to be some protection pro- 
vided for stockholders.

Fund Bill, with certain important 
amendments prepared by Senator 
Mitchell, Matthews, Dorsey, Ransom 
and Barnum. The bill, as thus agreed 
to, is amended by the entire omis- 
sion of the section which provided for 
the reconveyance of 12,000,000 acres 
of land grants to the Government, on 
condition that the sinking funds 
should be credited therefor at the rate 
of $1 25 per acre. The section pro- 


viding that the Union Pacific and Cen- 


tral Pacific companies should be given | ‘ 
the preference for Government busi- 
ness, is also stricken out. The main 
features of the amended bill are as 
follows: All monies due these two 
companies on the Ist day of April 
next for Government transportation, 
are to form the nucleus of 
the proposed sinking fund, the 
amounts to be made equal by cash 
payment, if necessary, to at least $1,- 

000,000 for each company. They are 
thereafter each to pay into the United 
States Treasury $1,000,000 per year in 
semi-annual payments, until the year 
1900, when the bonds endorsed by the 
Government become due, the interest 
to be accumulated semi-annually, at 
the rate of 6 per cent. a year, upon all 
amounts thus placed to the credit of 
the Sinking Fund, and these payments 
are to be in lieu of the requirements 
of the present law as to the annual 
payment of five per cent. of the net 
earnings and the retention of one-half 
vf the net earnings for government 
tranportation. The balance fund due 
the United States by the companies in 
the year 1900 is to be paid in fifty 
equal semi-annual installments, to- 
gether with interest on deferred pay- 
ment, at the rate of interest which 
shall equal the rate then being pain by 
the Government on the majority of its 
security.

Mint Facruitires ror Cornine S- 
ver. — Washington, March 11.—Secre- 
tary Sherman was before the Commit- 


tee on Weights and Measures this 


morning, and gave his views about 
the proposed measure for issuing cer- 
tificates of deposits of silver bullion. 
In this connection the question was 
discussed as to whether such certifi- 
cates should merely represent the bul- 
lion at its market value, or whether 
the Government should buy bullion 
with the certificates. It seemed to be 
conceded that the certificates should 
be issued, but the committe came to 
no conclusion as to details. Dr. Lin- 
derman gave information concerning 
facilities for coining the new silver 
dollar, and said to double the present 
capacity would require three addi- 
tional mints, or three in addition to 
that at New Orleans. With these 
$5,000,000 or $6,000,000 a month 
could be coined at present, and mak- 
ing allowance for interruptions, 2, 
500,000 could be coined a month. 
This would make $30,000,000 a year. 
The New Orleans mint could be put 
in working condition at a cost of $50,- 
000 er $75,000 so as to coin $1,000,000 
a month. This added to the coinage 
of the other mints, would make 842, 
000,000 a year.

Representative Wren introduced a 
bill in the House Monday authorizing 
the citizens of the States of California, 
Nevada, Colorado or any Territory to 
take timber from unsurveyed mineral 
lands for mining or domestic purposes 
under such regulations as the Secre- 
tary of the Interior may prescribe to 
protect undergrowth; provided that 
no timber shall be cut in mountain re- 
gions within three miles of the upper 
timber ‘ine.

Great Storm. 


‘A correspondent 


Cheyenne advices,10 inst., say: The 
U. P. is still blockaded by snow. 
The western division is open beyond 
Laramie, but nothing has passed that 
point eastward. The eastern division 
is open east of Sydney. Nothing has 
passed Antelope westward, where No. 
3 Passenger, due here Friday, still 
remains awaiting relief. Several hun- 
dred men with shovels, together with 
a number of plows, have beeu engaged 
between Sydney and Laramie, in the 
endeavor to lift the blockade. The 
heaviest plow on the road left Lara- 
mie Sunday, but stuck at Tie Siding. 
The snow in the cuts is packed very 
hard, and the plows which left here 
eastward at 7 o'clock this (Sunday) 
morning have not made much pro- 
gress, returning here at 7 o'clock this 
(Sunday) evening. The Colorado 
Central train is at Taylor's Station, 18 
miles south, with a plow in the ditch, 
while the Denver Pacific is ten miles 
south in a similar perdicament. Re- 
lief has started from the soutli for 
both these trains. No news from the 
north yet. Reports from Colorado say 
the Kansas Pacific is badly blocked, 
and the wrecking train is in the ditch 
at Box Elder.
